1 . The request filed on 12-13-2001 for a Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) 
under 37 CFR 1 .53(d) based on parent Application No. 08/812,745 is acceptable and a 
CPA has been established.

1. Claims 11 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 1 , line 14, "other internet facsimile servers" lack a proper antecedent 
basis since there is no previous mention of an original internet facsimile server. 



2. Claims 9 and 1 0 are allowed. 

3. Claims 1 1 and 12 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record fails to disclose any earlier reference that anticipates or 
make obvious the internet facsimile server with the screener, converter, and locator 
functions for delivering and transmitting the facsimile data to its intended destination.
